| : _.Japs Take Many Prisoners and Make 
Good Headway 


JAPS CAPTURE MANY PRISONERS. 


London, Sept. 13th.—The Morning Post states that official Russian 
despatches received in London announce that Lieut. Gen, Zaszalitch, who 
commanded the portion of the Russian rear grard south of the Hun river 
has been severely wounded and captured with 300 out of 5000 of his men. 
It is added by the Morning Post that Generals Zarouheff, Kondratovitch 
and Bilderling have checked Gen. Kuroki’s advance. 


The war summary up to date is:—B’ocd has ceased to flow in Man- 
churia. The saogui-ary side of the Russo-Japanese conflict is not now in 
evidenee and with the practical suspension of news from the front the interest 
for the time c-ntres in rumors that Vicervy Alexieff has resigned and as 
reported Sunday that Gen. Kurcpatkin is to be replaced by Lieut. Gen. 
Kanevitch row in command of the forces at Viadivostock and other state- 
ments which cannot be traced to authentic sources, but all of which, if true, 
would have a most important bearing on the situation. One Russian cor- 

‘ respondent points out that when the Japanese withdraw from the Ru:sian 
front it is usually the precursor of their appearance on the flank and he 
thinks the indications point to a winter campaign. 


PORT ARTHUR SIEGE WILL SOON END. 


Interest again turns to Port Arthur and to the effect which the Russian 
defeat at Liao Yang is likely tc have on the Garrison and the fear is ex- 
pressed that the siege will socn end. 


St. Petersburg, September 13th.—The published report in Paris to-day 
that Rear Admiral Prince Ouktomsky had been tried by court martial and 
shot for disobeying the order not to return to Port Arthur after the sortee 
of the Russian squa?ron on Aug. 10th is untrue. He has not been tried by 
court martial but will be recalled. 

London, Sept. 13th.—A Yinkow cable says that the Liao Yang mission- 
aries are all safe. 


Gen. Kuroki’s headquarters in the field near Liao Yang, Sept. 8, (de- 
laved.)—The battle of Liao Yang was a magnificent victory ‘of which the 
Japanese have great reasons to be proud, altnough they were unaole to 
realize their hopes of another Sedan. It 18 questioned that at Jiao Yang 
Gen. Kurcpatkin expected to turr the tide of war against the Japs. It 
would now appear that the fighting of the last few weeks was expeeted to be 
decisive but was a series of preliminary operations to harass the Japs and 


gain time for the crucja! struggle. 
KUROKI'S COMMUNICATION HAS NOT BEEN CUT. 


The sensational report circulated by the London Morning Post to the 
effect that Gen. Seassalitch’s corps had been captured and Seassalitch 
wounded proves to be false. An authorivive denial ia given that report as 
well as various others originating in the Britich and European press, partic- 
uiarly the London Daily Mail’s statement that Gen. Linevitch had marched 
into eastern Corea and cut Kuroki's communicstion with Feng Wang Cheng 
and the Paris report that Rea: Admiral Prince Ouktomsky had been tried 
by court martial and sentenced to be shot for disobeying orders in returning 
to Port Arthur after the sortee of Aug. 10th. 


To-day has brought no news of a positive character from either the 
Russi n or Japanese army. There has been no fighting and if any move- 
ments are being carried out they are thoroughly veiled. The rains continue 
and it is probable that with impassable roads and the exhausted condition of 
both armies no extended operations are immediately probable.

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COUNCIL MEETING 


SEVERAL PETITIONS 


For Side Walks and Water and Sewer 


Service Discussed. By-Laws Passed 


The regular meeting of the coun- 
cit was held in the usual place last 
night, Mayor Short, Councillers Cush- 
ing, Grierson, Fraser, * Picard and 
May were present. 

Principal Riddle, of Alberta Col- 
lege first addressed the Council He 
askec that the college property be 
exempt from taxation and stated his 
reasons in support of this request. 
Every move tending to make Edmon- 
ton a commercial centre should be 
aidea by the municipal authorities. 
The college was doing good work. 
Students would be in attendance 
from all parts of Alberta, including 
Claresholm, McLeod, and High River, 
in Southern Alberta. He advocated 
the council adopting a broad-mind- 
ea policy in dealing with this as with 
all other educational institutions. 
The councillors expressed themselves 
as heartily in accord with the opin- 
ions of Principal Riddle. The ques- 
tion was referred to the finance com- 
mittee, they being also instructed to 
formulate a plan to adopt in all fu- 
ture dealings with similar questions, 
and to report at the next meeting 


~ of the council, 


J. B. Lubbock was present and 
asked the council to amend the by- 
law regulating the location of liv- 
ery stables in order to allow him 
to build on the south half of the 
biock immediately north of the war- 
ket square. He stated that he would 
construct a creditable stable and that 
Dr. Pickering would constructan of- 
fi¢e and hospiiable stable immediaiely 
joining him. The property on which 
it is proposed to erect these build- 
ings is one hundred feet west of the 
Sutter property. The request met 
with the unanimous support of the 
counci: and the solicitor was mstruc- 
tea to amend the by-law excluding 
from the closed limits one half of 
the block immediately north of the 
market, 

The minutes of the Jast meeting 
were then read and adopted.

The Canadian Northwest 


Homestead Regulations 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba _ or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
ition to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $19.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

’ (1) At least six months’ residence 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} IJo11d soUSpIsel 0} Se OW sSTY} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

fhe term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjvining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, raust 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings rer their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 


made at the end of three years, be- | 


fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must #ive six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his int@ntion 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
crunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitob2e 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistanee in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained upon application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, t Commis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
